of their Glorious Performances come infinitely ſhort. of 
this Single Triumph without Blood, of this Noble Con- 
queſt: over the Wills and Paſſions of Her People: And 
we have a ſtronger Security from this Act, than from 


all the dreadful repeated Slaughter of our Enemies; 


for by this two of the moſt Valiant Nations upon Earth 
(and which both by their Situation, and Proweſs had more 
to fear from each other, than from any Foreign Power 
whatever) are not only reſtrain'd from Mutual Inju- 


ries, but eloſely engag'd in a Common Defence. 


But we cannot frame a Juſt Notion of this Day's 
Bleſſing, without recollecting the terrible Havoek, and 


Deſtruction which in former Ages were frequently 


brought upon each other, by this now Happy Uni- 
ted People. A Conſideration of thoſe Ravages, and 
Inroads, of thoſe Miſeries, and Devaſtations, when 


we no longer apprehend them, give us the Pleaſure of

Heirs, but for ſecuring to them (which they out of 
Gratitude will pray may be a long time hence) the 
quiet Poſſeſſion of the Throne of England, before ſet- 

tled, from any Attempt of the Pretender, whoſe on- 
ly. Hopes of uſurping Great- Britain, was from the 
Aſſiſtance of a Brave Diſcontented R 


But now ſince he has no Proſpect of ſucceeding in 


ſo Uunrighteous an Enterprize, another Fruit of our 


Agreement will be, that the Secret Abettors of his 
Pretenees among our ſelves, will probably, for their 


own Safety, ceaſe from a. fruitleſs Endeavour of his 


Eſtabliſhment , and forbear for the future; by their 


Clandeſtine Practices, to diſturb our Government: So 
that Her Majeſty having ſettled an Univerſal, and Laſt- 
ing Concord among Her own Subjects, and having 
(under God) guarded the Proteſtant Religion with an 


Invincible Bulwark, will next have it in Her Pow- 
er to give a Juſt and Glorious Peace to all Eu- 


rope.

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The firſt Rule is to preſerve inviolably every Individu- 
al Article of our Agreement; for the leaſt Breach of 
Fidelity in any one ſingle Point, would create a Reaſona- 
ble Jealouſy of a Deſign of Breaking through all the 
reſt, and ſet us at a wider Variance than ever. For 
beſides the return of all thoſe Impediments which have ſo 
long kept us aſunder, there would be freſh Matter of 
Provocation from the abuſe of Credulity, and from the 
Solemnity with which this Treaty was concluded. And 
we might juſtly fear the Wrath of God, who is the Avenger 
of Wrong and Falſhood, who will not ſuffer his Name to be 
taken in vain, and who is a ſwift Witneſs againſt falſe Swear- 
ers. We have a remarkable Inſtance of God's afflicting 
the /ſraelites for Saul's treacherous dealing with the Gibeo- 
nites: Theſe were a Remnant of the Amorites, who hear- 
ing of Foſbua's Conqueſt, and fearing his Power, did 
by a. Stratagem procure a League for their Preſervation, 
Theſe aſterwards Saul ſought to deſtroy, out of 4 Zeal 
for the Children of Iſrael and Fudah ; but the Event 

thew'd, That God's Thoughts are not as Man's Thoughts, 
nor his Ways as Man's Ways, and that he accepted not 
of a Zeal founded upon Treachery. For he ſent three 
Tears Famine upon Tſrael, which ended not till the Inju- 
red were fatisfied, by hanging up Seven of Saul Sdms, 
2 Sam. 21. 9. May they 'conlider this Example, who think 
they have no Obligation to keep Leagues with us, whom 
they injurionſly call Hereticks; and may Wwe be fo wiſe, 
as to make none with them, which ſhall be in their 
Power to violate. But the chief Uſe T would malte af this 

dreadful Judgment of Ged, is to caution our ſelves from 
Perſidiouſneſs, and Deceit. For what Meſſengers of Divine 
Vengeance might not we expect, ſhould we break fo ſolemn 
a League, with a People, who came not like the Gibeonites 
to crave 0 ur Protection, bur treated with us upom the Level 
for our eommon Advantage: cho procured net this Agrees! 
ment By Fraud, and Stratagem, but every Article of it was! 
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| er = debated, in the moſt publ lick Aſſemblies of 
both Nations, and ratified by. the lat Reſort of Human 
Faith and Honour? 

But a rigid W and a bare tien of. the e. 
will not produce all that Happineſs which we hope for from 
this Union, we muſt. add to theſe, convincing Teſtimonies 
of our-Brotherly Love, and AﬀeRion ; we muſt ſhew Kind- 
neſs to the Branches newly grafted upon us, as well as. to 
thoſe of the antient Stock. How do we know, but that 
it may pleaſe God, ſo far to. bleſs ſuch a Chriſtian Temper, 
as that it may in his due time, conſummate. our Recon- 
ciliation, by :ſpoſing of their Hearts to receive our Pri- 
mitive Diſcipline, and to partake of our Excellent Com- 
munion; and to unite themſelves with us, in a Spiritual, 

as well as a Temporal Intereſt 2 When by a prudent, and 

charitable Conduct, we have prevailed upon them to lay 
aſide all Prejudices to our Perſons, they will with Attenti- 
on, impartially, conſider the Force of our Reaſons: They 
will be inclined to be of the ſame Mind with thoſe, who 
they are ſatisfied, aim at nothing, bur their Peace, and 
Welfare. 

It. would be as needleſs. to obſerve how: far you of this 
Place can contribute to the propagating. of ſuch an univerſal 
ö Charity, as it: would be to exhort you to it. The whole 
Nation is, and always muſt be ſenſible of your Influence; 
you have the Opportunities of making the firſt, and deep- 
eſt Impreſſions, upon thoſe who in time will be our 
Magiſtrates, and Legiſlators: Vo ſend out thoſe, Who 
are appointed, to inſtruct the People in their Duty both 
to God, and Man: and if they together with us, ſhould 
follow aſter the Things that make for Peace, we ſhall 
by this, (if by any means) gain our Brethren. If we 
fail of our. deſired Succeſs, .we; ſhall. however, diſcharge 
our Duty to God, to our Neighbour, and to Her Ma- 
jeſty, who has ſo earneſtiy recommended to all Her Sub-

and Worſhip; will at "leaſt be perſuaded of our Kindneſs 
and Good Will towards then. 
But to confirm their Hopes of our future Sincerity 
and Affection, we muſt ſhew an Example of it among 
our ſelves; which we cannot better do, than by forbear- 
ing all Reproaches, and Revilings, all Inventions, and 
Improvements of ſcandalous Stories, and Reflections. All 
of us, at leaſt who profeſs the ſame Religion, equally de- 
clare for the Preſervation of the whole Conſtitution; why- = 
cannot we then, ſo unanimouſly purſue that End, as that 
there may be no occaſion for the odious Names of Diſtincti- 
ons, and Parties among us. As for thoſe who diſſent from 
us, we may uſe all charitable Methods polible {or their 
Conviction, but there is no Neceſſity/, of exaſperating 
the People, we are united with, by upbraiding thoſe, 
who hold their Opinions, with Fanaticiſm, and Enthuſiaſm, 
purely out of Contempt, and without apy deſign of their 
Converſion: On the other hand, I cannot but think it too 
Cenſorious, to ſuſpect any as Abettors of a pretended Prince, 
who. have not ſhewn ſome more convineing Inſtances of 
their Diſaffection; than barely extending their Compaſ- 
ſion to ſuch, as by a miſtaken Judgment and Conſcience, 
have forfeited the "er Capacity. of Preferments and Em- 
ploy ments. But much more unręaſofjable is it ſtill, to fix 
2. Character on any Man, from fuch and ſuch People's ſup- 
porting. his Intereſt. It is impoſlible any one Man can be. 
long to all thie different Sets. of thoſe-who Serve him; 
why chen may he not be allow'd to be of that Religion 
which he himſelf proſeſſes? They who appear in popular 
Competitions, will not refuſe the Aid of apy. who have 3 
Right and Privilege to aſſiſt them; and they who-have Suk. - 
trages, Will eſpouſe thoſe, who, (howſocver diſtant from © 
their Opinions) are the Hikelieſt to uſe them with Ten- 
derncſoiand Humanity. And (God be thanked)-theChureh  . |
